These  sheep  are  native  o.  Bokhara  in  Russian  Turkestan  and  not  found 
in  Arabia,  and  only  to  a  small  e.Ktent  in  Persia.  The  Kirakule-Arabi 
sheeD  is  a  hardy,  broadtailed  medium  sized  sheep  of  considerable  length- 
The  rump ischaraceristically  rounded  .nd  usually  steep.  The  rams  come 
with  horns,  and  without,  while  the  ewes  are  generally  hornless  The  ears 
are  small  and  pendulous.  The  lace  is  narrow,  »nd  much  rounded  and  to- 
gether with  the  legs  is  covered  with  short  glossy  hair.    The  body  of  the 
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adult  ileius  «  cowne,  long  hair-like  w«iol,  varyinx  in  color  t'roin  a  light  gmy 
til  bl««k.  The  abaeiice  of  soft  underwmj  it  aud  to  be  an  iodication  of 
(•urity  of  blood.    The  muttoa  of  the  Karaknle  i«  of  a  very  high  quality. 

The  lambA  wheu  drop|ied  are  uaually  a  gloaay  bbek,  but  rarely  xold- 
vu  brown  ones  occur  The  wool  of  the  lamb  ia  tightly  curled  over  the 
bi>dy,  and  well  ovar  the  head  and  down  the  legs.  The  qualities  that  de- 
termine the  value  of  a  skin  are  tightneu  and  size  of  curl,  the  luster  and 
Hize  of  akin  for  Uiie.  The  curls  ra|iidly  lose  character,  and  the  bmb  should 
lie  killed  not  older  than  ten  days,  though  there  is  much  variation  in  the 
iige  at  which  the  skins  are  of  greatest  value. 

Intending  purehaa;rs  of  Karakule  rams  should  use  great  precaution 
and  bay  only  such  r*ms  as  have  already  demonstrated  their  ability  to  sire 
Kkins  of  value.
